William Carr, advertising director of 
McCalls Magazine, in speaking before the 
I4th Annual Convention of the Peanut In- 
dustry in Washington, D. CG, in April, said, 
“No product can stand up in competition 
against other good products without sell- 
ing.” 


Somehow that statement just fits El- 
ba’s present predicament when it comes to 
securing a new industry for the town. The 
city has certain natural advantages to offer 
a plant that might want to locate in this 
section of the state, but so do lots of other 
towns. Realizing it takes more than just

ties have gone all out to secure funds for 
construction of plants and to advertise the

It is everyone's fault 
for not being interested enough in the 
town’s future to sacrifice a little money 
and time promoting it. The opportunity 
to have a glove factory here is gone, 
never to return again. But the chance 
to organize a Chamber of Commerce 
and see that opportunity doesn’t. pass 
by the town again, is still here. 


Time to Disagree with County School Board on Idea of 
Establishing Pwo More High Schools in County 


County Board of Education, the idea was 
brought up of establishing four high school 
districts in the county and coordinating ali 
the elementary schools in the district with 
the high school. The purpose behind this is 
to establish two more county high schools 
and consolidate some of the smaller ele- 
mentary schools, 

Reasoning behind. this is that by dis- 
tricting the county and requiring students 
living within those boundaries to go to cer- 
tain schools, a big savings would be made 
on transportation, Overlapping bus routes 
Which carry high school students along the 
same roads that other buses transport ele- 
mentary pupils would be eliminated. They 
would all be going to the same place and 
| could ride the same. bus. All county second- 
| ary students would be transported to the 
| nearest COUNTY high school.
